Amended claim 1 changes the scope of the claims and therefore would require further consideration and or search. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The rejections are maintained as in the last office 
action. Applicant's argument regarding any alleged "synergistic effect" would have a bearing only in an obviousness rejection (103), 
because expected results is not a consideration under a 1 02 rejection. In addition, the properties of the compound would inherently 
function the same since the compound claimed by the instant application is the same as the prior art. The 103 rejection is maintained as in 
the last office action of record. However, Applicant's arguments may obviate the rejection if the proposed claim amendments are later 
entered. 
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
